n the past two years, | have 
been called upon many 
times to answer the question: 
What is the appropnate role 

of the Federal government 
with regard to our nation’s 
museums? To answer, | care- 
fully considered what is unique 
about a Federal role - what 
does a federal presence pro- 
vide that cannot be gained by 
State and local government 
support, by corporate arid 
foundation support or by pri- 
vate support. 

My answer is that every 
level of government, along with 
our intncate private support 
system, plays a unique and 
important role. Together they 
are all necessary to weave a 
tapestry of support. Private 
funding from corporations, 
foundations and individuals ties 
a museum to important stake- 
holders in its community. A 
Federal presence encourages 
equity and access. It reaches 
communities where other 
sources of support are not 
available, it encourages the 
museum to serve a broad 
Public, it leverages support by 
signaling that museums are a 
valuable part of our society. A 
Federal role provides leader- 
ship. As | travel around the 
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groups of professionals, | am 
impressed with their ability to 
ai ticulate the role that they 
see the Institute playing: con- 
venor, disseminator of infor- 
mation, supporter of best 
practices, supporter of 
researcn, public educator, 
communicator, and as a source 
of national focus and perspec- 
tive. 

The National Award for 
Museum Service is one of the 
ways that the Institute has put 
a spotlight on best practices. 
This award, which began in 
1994, acknowledges and cele- 
brates museums that have 
made a difference to their 
communities. The recipients 
are exemplary institutions that 
have reached out to people 
within their community who 
often feel that museums have 
nothing for them. These muse- 
ums have important stones to 
tell about using collections and 
exhibitions to address real 
community needs, for example 
reaching children and parents 
in inner city neighborhoods, 


encouraging inter-generational 


and cross cultural communica- 


tion, and organizing communi- 
ties to address environmental 
and other social concerns. 
Improving education is a 
critical national issue and the 
Institute has taken a leadership 
role in supporting innovative 
approaches to this problem. 
Over the past three years, the 
Institute has supported fifty dif- 
ferent museum school partner- 
ships. For many of these 
projects, one or two years of 
federal money for planning and 
initial implementation has been 
enough to institutionalize the 
partnership and allow collabo- 
ration to continue without fur- 
ther Federal support. These 
partnerships transform the 
museum school relationship 
beyond the ‘add on” field trip 
into sustained curnculum- 
linked collaborations. Every 


project the Institute has sup- 
ported has national impact. 
They include using interactive 
telecommunications, building 
parent networks, engaging the 
museum in systemic reform ini- 
tiatives, using research findings 
to shape the learning process 
iN museums and much more. 
The Institute's success in fos- 
tenng museum-schoo! collabo- 
ration is an example of how a 
small amount of federal money 
can be compared to the power 


of a few pebbles dropped in a 
pool of water - the resulting 


npples can shake up the whole 
pool. By convening grantees, 
sponsoring a national museum 
school partnership conference 
and disseminating best practices 
through the publication True 
Needs, True Partners, the 
institute made a lasting national 
impact. 

In 1996, the Institute's 
Research on Learning in 
Museums initiative supported 
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iN partnership with the 
National Endowments for the 
Arts and Humanities, and the 
National Science Foundation 
was awarded to the University 
of Pittsburgh's Learning 
Research and Development 


Center. This research initiative 


will supply the field with impor- 


tant information beyond anec- 
dotes about the learning 
process in museums. Four fed- 
eral agencies working together 
IS significant and underscores 
the importance of this issue to 
the field. 

On September 30, | 996, 
the enactment of the 
Museum and Library Services 


Act expanded the role of the 


Institute to include admuinistra- 


tion of Federal library pro- 
grams. We look forward to 
this important work and to 
furthering the service that 
museums and libraries pro- 
vide in communities all across 
the nation.

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Message from the Board 


n 1996, the Institute of 
| Museum Services (IMS) 
marked its twentieth anniver- 
sary of support to American 
museums. The agency is, in 
consultation with a broad 
range of museum profession- 
als, preparing to publish a 
Biueprint for the Future. It is 
exciting and challenging to 
contemplate the agency's 
next two decades. The advent 
of the Institute signaled a 
recognition by the country’s 
elected leaders and other 
concerned citizens that muse- 
ums were central to the lives 
of communities and that gen- 
eral operating support was a 
core resource in building insti- 
tutional infrastructure. The 
Institute also went further and 
staked important claims in 
conservation, institutional 
assessment, and professional 
training. Because of these 
major initiatives, the agency 
has been in the forefront of 
maintaining standards and 
best practices in the field and 
iN acting as a critical source of 
technical assistance for muse- 
ums of every discipline, size 
and region of the country. 
These essential elements of 
the past can guide the future. 

Twenty years ago many of 
today's museums did not 


exist. Many were very young. 


Particularly in smaller commu- 
nities and neighborhoods, in 
regions of the country outside 
the northeast and among 
recent immigrant communi- 
ties, few institutions existed 
that expressed the aspirations 
and cultural nchness of a 
diverse American society. 
Twenty years later, the cultural 
landscape looks very different 
from what existed in 1976. 
New museums have come 
into being and established 
institutions while maintaining 
services are reaching new 
audiences. Their success is 
due in no small part to the 
Institute. From general oper- 
ating support grants to con- 
servation support, IMS helps 
institutions build a stable fund- 
ing base, attract private funds

and care for collections. 
Through constant commu- 
nication with museums of all 


types and with an eye to how 


best use federal dollars to 


serve the public, the Institute 


iS aS relevant as we approach 
the twentieth century as it 
was in the 1970's. Together 
the National Museum 
Services Board and the muse- 
um community will address 
many questions to assure that 
the Institute's leadership role 
iN supporting museums’ infra- 
structure remains strong. 
Certainly IMS's role in pro- 
viding general operating sup- 
port remains pivotal. No 
public or private source has 
emerged or is on the horizon 
to fill that unique niche. The 
Institute has an excellent 


record of responsive leader- 
ship. Through Museum 
Assessment Program, 
Conservation Assessment 
Program and Professional 
Services Program it enters 
into partnerships with the pn- 
vate sector to build museum 
capacity. Additionally partner- 
ships, such as those that could 
become possible under an 
alliance with libraries, are also 
promising. The Institute's 
leadership role in supporting 
museum's infrastructure must 
be upheld. 

The Institute has historical- 
ly been an exemplar of a 
small agency that is effective 
and makes the most of limit- 
ed resources. The most limit- 
less of those resources is the 
human imagination. The best 


blueprint for the future is 
written by many hands, with 
many tools, in a variety of 
shades and colors. It is a plan 
that is flexible. It is not two 
dimensional. Rather, it reach- 
es to dimensions that are 
beyond what we can see on 
this side of the millennium 
and maps a future where 
museums, whatever their 
form, are always part of the 


terrain.

Each member serves a term 
of five years and the Board 
meets three tmes each year. 
Today museums’ service to 
the public has increased, 
museums host approximately 
600 million visitors annually, 
three times the amount 
reported in the |969 
Belmont Report, museums’ 
contributions as centers of 
learning have grown, and mil- 
lions of Americans depend on 
them to provide a wide range 
of educational services for 
school children, adults, teach- 
ers and families. Museums 
care for the artistic, historical 
and scientific collections that 
represent our cultural her- 
itage. They are uniquely 
financed educational institu- 
tions; without charging tuition 
they provide lifelong educa- 
tional services to all segments 
of the public. Their economic 
health depends upon cre- 
atively maintaining a balance 
of public, private and museum 
generated funding sources. 


Programs 
Since 1978, the National 


Museum Services Board has 
confirmed that the Institute 
could best serve museums of 
all disciplines and budget sizes 
h offering ne 


awards for general operating 
support based on the overall 
vitality of the institution. The 
General Operating Support 
award serves to promote 
professional standards of 
museum operations and ts an 
achievement that assists 
museums in leveraging private 
funds. Museum directors 
often report that support for 
operations is the most difficult 
type of assistance to raise and 
the National Museum 
Services Board has continually 
reaffirmed that providing 
assistance for fundamental 
operating expenses is the 
best way to assist museums In 
carrying Out their valuable 
educational role. 

In 1981, IMS made its first 
Museum Assessment Program 
(MAP) awards. The program 
is designed to help museums 
achieve professional museum 
reporting requirements are 
kept as uncornplicated as pos- 


} 


priated funds for IMS to study 
the conservation needs of 
museums. The study entitled 
Collections Management, 
Maintenance, and Conservation, 
conducted by the American 
Association of Museums in 
collaboration with the 
National Institute for the 
Conservation of Cultural 
Property, and with the coop- 
eration of the American 
Institute for Conservation, 
documented significant needs 
in this area and led to the IMS 
Conservation Project Support 


program. This competitive 
program emphasizes long- 
range planning to address 
conservation needs. The pro- 
gram design promotes institu- 
tional awareness of sound 
conservation care practices 
and contributes immensely to 
the safekeeping of our artistic, 
historic and scientific heritage. 

In 1988, the Professional 
Services Program was estab- 
lished to provide means for 
professional museum services 
organizations to undertake 
projects to benefit their mem- 
berships. 

In 1990, the Conservation 
Assessment Program was ini-

In 1992, the IMS National 
Needs Assessment of Small, 
Emerging, Minority, and Rural 
Museums in the United States 
was published. The study was 
welcomed in communities 
across the country to help 
focus private and public fund- 
ing priorities on the needs of 
small institutions. It found 
that 75 percent of the 
nation’s museums are small 
and perform the same basic 
activities as their larger coun- 
terparts, collecting, exhibiting 
and providing educational 
programs, yet with very few 
and often unpaid staff. In 
many cases the museums are 
the only local cultural 
resource. The study has been 
credited with increasing the 
quality and quantity of training 
opportunities available for 
small museums. 

In 1993, the Museum 
Leadership Initiatives was 
established. The focus of this 
category can change annually 
to give the Institute the flexu- 
bility to address current issues 
in the field. 

In 1994, IMS awarded the 
first annual National Award 
for Museum Service. The 
award recognizes museums 
that use their collections to 


| reach out and effect a major 
community change. Achieve- 
ments that are considered 
include: the effectiveness with 
| which the museum attracts 
new audiences; innovative 
programs to address social, 
economic, or environmental 
issues; and positive effects of 
the museum's collaboration 


with other institutions. 


Grantmaking 


IMS staff assists museums 
through the application 
process by providing grant 
counseling both on the phone 
and at annual state, regional 
and national museum associa- 
tion meetings, and by provid- 
ing sample narratives of 
successful applications. 


IMS competitive awards 
are made based on the evalu- 


ee 


from reviewer evaluations 
used to make grant decisions. 
Reviewers are provided train- 
ing to enable them to provide 
more effective feedback to 
museums. Each year the 
Institute receives many more 
high quality applications than 
it can fund. 

IMS also made small 
awards to provide advice and 
technical assistance to help 
museums achieve a profes- 
sional level of museum opera- 
tions.
